asked by Dr. Pokorny, Professor of Celtic 
Philology in the University of Berlin, in 


the course of a lecture on “ The Earliest |}, 
Populations of, Ireland,’’ given at Univer |: 


sity. College, Dublin, yesterday. : 
There certainly existed such a possi- 
bility, he said. In out-of-the-way parte 
of Ireland and Scotland were to be found

Dr. Pokorny, who succeeded Dr. Kuno 
Meyer in the Chair of Geltic Philology in the 
University of Betlin, had 'a . distinguished 
audience, among those present being Dr. Eoin 
MacNeill, Minister for Education; the Very 
Rev. Dom : Gongaud, .0.8.B.; Professor 
R. A. 8. Macalister, and Dr. Douglas Hyde, 
who presided. 

He said that the Celts who first came to 


Ireland about 300 n.c. were not the same as: 


the Celts of to-day, of whom 50 per cent. 
were dark and of smaller stature ghan the 
first Celtic invaders, who had sojourned for 
several centuries in Gaul, ne ee oy 
showed that the pre-Celts belonged to the 
White Mediterranean race, as found in in 
and Southern Italy, whose original home 
probably been in North Africa. A 
indicated, beyond doubt, that those Mediter- 
ianeans had come to Ireland during the later 
Stone Age, about 3000 g.c. There was no 
early Stone Age in the island, which at that 
time was covered with ice. There was ample 
proof of the fact that the Mediterranean in- 
ders in their: turn became completely 
nied with the invading Celts at a later date, 
Philology also confirmed the Mediterranean 
origin Of the bulk of the pre-Geltic Irishmen. 
Many of the oldest forms of the names of 
lrish rivers and era showed definite rela- 
‘ion to ancient Iberion, a Hamitic language. 
[he Hamitic idiom was also to bé seen in 
irish syntax. That Hamitic idiom was intro- 
duced into the language of the Celtic con- 
uerors, which was taken over by the former 
inhabitants. The whole tem ment of the 
Irish race to-day, as of » pointed to a 
Southern — that together with their love 
of colour. The love of nature and the senti- 
mental feeling for the . beauties of . nature 
which pervaded the. whole of Irish. poetry 
was not found in classical or Teutonic poetry, 
and was, doubtless, a special characteristic 
of the non-Aryan, pre-Celtic “inhabitants of 
this island. He quoted the other proofs; put 
forward by Professor Macalister, of the non- 
Aryan origin of the oldest inhabitants of 


Ireland. 
THE FIRBOLG. 

lt was well known that,a large section of 
the pre-Celtic tribes in Ireland: was known as 
Firbolg, a name used in later times to denote 
the whole of the pre-Celtic peoples. Nobody 
had so far been able to 
explanation of this name, but in his opinion 
it meant the “‘skim-beat people.” Bolg meant 
not only “ bag,” but also: ‘‘belly,”’ “balge,”’ 
the hold of a ship; and they ‘were told'that the 
ancestors of that people came to Ireland in. 
ships, not of wood, but of skin. From Cassar 
they learned that. the Continental Gelts did 
not know the use of .coracles or skin boats. 
Scholars had been puzzled by the name of 
Cuchulainn’s famous weapon, the “gae bolga,”’ 
but in his opinion it could mean only the 

bag spear.”  Theré was only one weapon 
that fitted the description of the “gae bolga,’’ 
and that was the harpoon of the Eskimos, 
with a bag filled with air attached to float 
on water. Ouchulainn learned the use of the’ 
weapon in the North of Scotland. ' 

He would be asked: ‘‘Is there any con: 
nection possible between . the. Eskimos and 
ireland?” These certainly existed .such a 
pessibility.. In certain out of the way: parts” 
of. Ireland and Scotland were. to. be found 
isolated types with Mongol features, oblique 
eyes, straight black hair and thick “lips. 
These t had been observed by “several 
anthropologists. They could only be the 
lwolithic in-- 
habitants of Southern England or late new- 
comers from the North-West.: Anthropologi- 
cally they could only. be connected with the 
Eskimos. He had collected several instances 
of, the Eskimos travelling from Greenland to 
Iceland, the British Isles, and even Germany. 

ARCT : AND IRISH.CULTURE. 

‘Furthermore, there were other things point- 
ing to some sociological connection between 
the Arctic culture and early Irish and British 
culture. The subterranean dwellings in this 
country had exactly ‘the same ground plan as 
the snow houses of the Eskimos have to-day. 
The beehive hut at. Newgrange was built 
exactly on the plan of an Eskimo dwelling. 
The skin boats must also have been brought 
from a country where wood was scarce, 
whereas in Iveland it was in plenty for boat- 
building, The earliest mention of British 
skin boats was about 500 B.C., and since the 
oldest of the underground dwellings did not 
so back beyond the bronze age, they could 
put the date of the Eskimo invasion some- 


vuhere between 1500 and 500 B.C. He did not | prob 
wish to imply that the Eskimos formed any | 


siderable portion of the Irish population. 
|: was evident that. they. could have formed 
an’ exceedingly small part of the: 
population, They were looked upon by 
tall invading Celts as dwarfs, and im that 
may have been the origin of the Sidhe, or 
fairy hills, applied to their dwellings... A 
passage from the “ Book of Ballymote ’’ 
strongly tended to identify the Picts of Meath 
with the fairies, and there was every reason 
to believe that, dwelling as they did -under- 
cround, they were identical with the Eskimos. 
Concluding, he stated that: there were still 
nnumerable problems connected with his sub- 
ject to be solved, and he + asised the 
enormous value of old Irish literature in the 
study of early European civilisation.

As the result of the earlier labours 
of small scattered groups of Christian workers 
life in China, Dr. Hodgkin said, was now show: 
ing 4 greatly changed aspect. ‘This was illus- 
trated in the affairs of the Council on which 
he (Dr. Hodgkin) served. He was not now 
the servant of e missionary society, but 
of the Chinese Church. The business of the 
Council:swas: to deal with the » soehenre < 
Christiahity to the social hfe questions of 
today. It did not esent w uniform 
Church, but father the determination of the 
Chinese people to learn how to work pen cl 
al lines not concerned with the lems 
or differences of various sections of the 
Church in regard t6 creed, form or organisa- 
tion, but to stimulate spiritual life and ac- 


moral issues and questions which were raised 
when Christianity came into a non-Christian 
country.

The numerous divi- 
sions and sects, also, confused them. ‘‘ Your 
Western denominationalism,’’ one of them 
said, “ does not interest us.” 

\ The great danger was that they, foreigners, 
might stand in the way of the Chinese, whom 
they wanted to help, in regard to. these 

siastical questions. Theological matters, 
too, could be made a hindrance to a young 
Church just beginning to think things out for 
itself. Foreign influence should not press 
too heavily on them. The element of contro- 
versy must not be brought in from outside. 
Much use could be made of the Chinese 
classics as a preparation for Gospel teaching. 
They could enrich their preaching by the use 
of the ‘treasures in their own literature, the 
work of sages, who were honestly seeking 
after God and the right. 

POLITIGS AND CHRISTIANITY. 

Until this was done, said Dr. Hodgkin, the 
Christian Church of China would never make 
the appeal it ought to make to the mind. of 
China. Christianity should be rooted in the 
teal life of Chipa itself. The problems in- 
volved in the complex social life of China 
were very difficult for foreigners to grasp.

MOTOR REGULATIONS 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Writing to. the Tyrone Ceanty Council, in 
reply te a resolution objecting to any change 
in the English mail service te Northern lre- 
land via. Holyhead and Kingstown, the. Minis- 
try of Commerce, Northern Ireland, stated 
that no change. in the, present >cross-Channe! 
postal arrangements, as fay as they affected 
Co. Tyrone, was at present under contempla 
tion; but in the event of any important 
alteration being considered im future, that 
Ministry would endeavour to ascertain the 
views of business interests in Co. Tyrone 
before such alterations were put into force. 

The Roads Committee of the Tyrone County 
Council met specially yesterday’ and drafted 
a series of important recommendations to be 
sept. to the Northern Government to. be em 
bodied in the new motor regulations. The 
most important of the recommendations are 
that no motor traffic of over § tons (loaded 
axle weight) should, be permitted, and .that 
commercial vehicles should: be taxed - and 
graded according to weight, and not by horse 
power. Super-tax be p aced, it is suggested, 
on all vehicles over 3 tons load. It was also 
decided that the tax on chars-a-banc and 
heavy lorries should be doubled, and that the 
tax on all other forms of commercial vehicles 


should be ae reased. 

Other recommendations were that the 
lighting-up time for front and back of motors 
should be made uniform, and that drivers 
licences should be issued only to persons 


physically fit who had passed a police test,

China and the Powers. 


The long-delayed Tariff Conference was 
opened yesterday at Peking, when dele- 
gates of the eight Powets which signed 
the Washington Treaty met representa- 
tives of the Chinese Government in the 
historic Winter Palace. The Conference 
will consider China’s demand for tariff 
autonomy and for the abolition or mitiga- 
tion of those extra-territorial privileges 
which the new spirit of nationalism in 
China resents with increasing bitterness. 
Few circumstances could be more dis- 
couraging than those under which the 
Western delegates are approaching their 
task; for China today is in a 
condition of virtual chaos. The dele 
gates have no guarantee that, even if 
they reach an agreement with the 
Central Government at Peking, that agree- 
ment ever will become effective. The 
Peking Government is, indeed, the only 
medium through which the foreign Powers 
can deal with China as a State, buf its 
writ runs hardly beyond the walls of the 
capital. At this moment matters are 
shaping towards a new and formidable 
outbreak of civil. war. Peking is in the 
hands of adherents of Chang Tso-lin, the 
Manchurian War Lord, who dominates 
Northern China from. Mukden. His chief 
rivals are Feng Yu-Hsiang, the “ Christian 
General,” and Wu Pei-Fu, who controls 
the Province of Hupeh and has alliances 
with the Tuchuns of four other provinces. 


but it is reported that they are about to 
compose their differences and to challenge 
the strength of Chang Tso-lin. In that 
event a wave of war may engulf the 
negotiations at Peking. 

The task of the Western delegates, 
apart from the perils of the military 
situation, is truly Augean. China 
is in a state of hopeless bankruptcy. She 
is burdenéd with a vast load of foreign 
and. domestic debt; her credit is gone, 
both. at home and abroad, and her 
naturally rich resources have been 
ravaged by misgovernment, The purpose 
of the. Conference is, roughly, to devise 
a scheme which will restore China's credit 
by permitting her to raise large sums 
through increased tariffs on imports, 
Yesterday the process of bargaining—as is 
customary ine Oriental transactions—was 
started at the topmost height. The Peking 
] Government begins with a demand for 
complete tariff autonomy. If this conces- 
sion is granted, it undertakes to abolish 
the lixin taxes and to establish a national 
‘tariff before the beginning of 1929. In 
the interval it proposes to put surtaxes of 
5 per cent. on goods, 30 per cent. on wine 
and tobacco, and 20 per cent. on luxuries. 
The intention of Washington was that, 
in return for a total tariff rate of 12) 
per cent., China should fulfil her long- 
standing promise to abolish the likin 
taxes—those internal imposts, levied by

Industrial Research. 

It is but a commonplace to remark that 
humanity has made larger progress in 
‘mechanical and scientific discovery in the 
lifetime of the past three generations than 
in thousands of years that went before. 
What is less commonly realised is that 
almost all the inventions and contrivances 
which have changed the world have come | 
into being by private endeavour. In 
poverty and cbscurity, often mocked and 
not seldom persecuted, the makers of our 
age have laboured. It needed the shock 
of a great war, which was fought as 
much in the Mboratory as in the trenches 
and the skies, to arouse the nations to the 
true place which science should hold in 
the affairs of the State. Only with the 
passing of a quarter of the twentieth 
century has England’ seen fit to set up . 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. The work of the Department 
is explained by the Engineering Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph, who 
describes the inquiries which are being 
made into the sources of industrial power 
yet untapped in England. The Severn 
Barrage scheme, which proposes to harness 
the waters of Western England and Wales, 
requires that the very foundations of the 
surrounding land. shall be examined. Fuel 
research has been in progress for eight 
years, and means have been discovered to 
transform crude coal into an easily trans- 
ported and smekeless household fuel after 
the extraction of valuable by-products. 
Thus far, however, what has been done in 
the laboratory has not been achieved by 
means which would render the process. 
profitable if carried out on a commercial 
scale. The Government Department's 
efforts are being seconded by the Colliery 
Owners’ Research Association, which works 
with funds drawn from a levy of a penny 
on every hundred tons of coal raised. One 
branch of scientific investigation especi- 
ally calls for State action—that which is 
concerned with the properties of materials. 
Private enterprise, occupied in works of | 
manufacture with existing materials, has 
no means, even if it has the funds, for 
research into the possibility of developing 
new alloys or of correcting faults. in 
substances now in use. The scholar’s 
laboratory, in turn, cannot grapple with 
so large a problem... The Engineering 
Department cf the National Physical 
Laboratory, however, is carrying out 
endurarice tests on bearing metals, tests of 
lubrication and of friction, and experi- 
ments designed to discover the source and 
treatment of “creep ” in steels and other 
metals at high temperature.‘ When we 
remember that the systém of building in 
reinforced concrete. depends. wholly on 
accurate knowledge of the complementary 
properties of two materials, the import- 
ance to the nation of this branch of study 
is made clear. It is impossible to guess 
what. expansion in all branches of 
engineering may be made possible by dis- 
covery of new combinations yielding new 
properties and new powers. 


Irish Origins. 


Yesterday Dr. Julius . Pokorny—per- 
haps, the most eminent of Jiving Celticists 
—speaking in Dublin, unfolded a new 
theory concerning Irish origins. Some- 
times the Irishman grows irritated by the 
apparent determination of other nations to 
regard him as sut generts—a_ prodigy 
among mankind, whose doings cannot be 
interpreted. without .bringing his most 
remote ancestors into the argument. He 
craves to be treated like any other man, 
on his modern merits. Yet it is inevit- 
able that science should see in Ireland 
something of an ethnological museum ; for 
her mountainous West, the very brim -of 
the Continent, was aloof from the human 
tide of European affairs for many 
centuries. Dr. Pokorny holds with 
most modern Celticists the opinion 
that the Celtic breed which entered 
Ireland about the third century B.C. 
gave its vocabulary to the pre-Celtic 
masses, and that those masses, which were 
of the Mediterranean stock, forced their 
syntax on the new language. It is a 
common error to class al] the pre-Celtic 
Irish as Firbolg, although the Firbolg 
were recognised, even in the unscientific 
old-time legends, as but one of many tribes 
dwelling in the land before the coming of 
the Milesians. Dr. Pokorny’s new theory 
is that this particular and famous tribe 
came from the far North in skin-boats or 
bag-boats, now known as coracles, They 


would explain the survival in parts of 
Ireland of a facial type which is general 
in Greenland. The mysterious weapon, the 
Gae Bolga, with which Cuchulainn slew 
Ferdia at the ford at Atdee, was, accord- 
ing to Dr. Pokorny, simply an Eskimo 
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Captain Broad,, could be entered for the 
contest, to be matched against the pick. of 
America’s craft and the extraordinary;

Captain Broad, whose ‘machine made an 
average speed of over 199 miles per hour, 
deserves the thanks and gratitude of a 
nation which wel’? may hope, with pilots 
as plucky as Captain Broad and Captain 
Biard, to surpass even the splendid feat of 
Lieutenant Doolittle in some future 
contest. 


BALKAN BANDITTI. 


(From a CORRESPONDENT.) 
. When the League of Nutions sits this week 
to arbitrate on the recent frontier incident 
in the Balkans it will probably find that the 
activities of bandits led te the trouble. 
Comitadji, as they are called, are the lawless 
bands which have always infested those 
regions, and never an international trouble 
arises in which they are not involved. When 
no national ambitions are in dispute, the 
comitadji: engage in pure banditry. When 
hostilities are rife, they blossom forth as 
francs-tireurs. Should peace reign too long 
for the warlike proclivities of the nations 
comprising the Balkans, then the belligerent 
Government of ‘the moment will’ grant un- 
official aid to these outlaws to eriable them 
to stir up trouble which can be used as a 
casus belli, 
In the present crisis the Greeks allege 
that the violation of Bulgar yg occurred 
in the pursuit, by Greek troops, of comitadji 
who had been harrying the Struma valley 
district. ‘The inference is that the offenders 
were Bulgars. ‘Theie is no doubt that, as a 
class, comitadji have their uses in the crude 
litics of the Near East. Mustafa Kemal 
asha found them of great service in his 
scheme for the overthrow of the Sultan and 
his own rise to power. The British Govern- 
ment organised them during the recent war 
and ua them against the Bulgar in guerilla 
tactics.

The true origin of the name is not known, 
but the suffix “ji’’ is Turkish, and a. 
that the designation arose during the | 
man supremacy of the Balkans. The word 
signifies a political outlaw, in its true sense, 
though now it is loosely applied to brigands 
and even footpads. The true comitadji is a 
patriot who strives to free his country from 
the tyranny of a foreign yoke. The greatest 
of comitadji was the Serbian, Popoff,

The only stipulation made is that enthusiasts 
shall not mistake peaceful shepherds for 
brigands. To those who do not know the 
country well this is a pardonable error, as, 
in point of dress, there is Jittle to differentiate 
between them.

One 
aspect of the French Ministerial crisis 
directly affects Great Britain; for M. 
Caillaux was the Minister who arranged 
with Mr. Churchill for the payment of 
twelve and a half millions per annum on 
account of the French war debt. Con. 
siderable uncertainty prevails as to the 
payment, since the parties to the agreement 
appear to hold opposite views as to ‘ts 
precise meaning. Should M. Caillanx 
fall from office in the course of the week. 
the position as regards ourselves may 
undergo a considerable change, and it is 
possible that the new French Finance 
Minister would need to confer with the 
British Treasury de novo. 


German Colonial Ambitions. 


I mentioned last Friday night that once 
Germany entered into the League of 
Nations it would be possible for her to 
secure a mandate for Colonial possessions 
should there be any mandates goinv. 
Germany, however, is unlikely to wait 
patiently ; for it is certain that once she 
retutns to the comity of nations she will 
begin to agitate for the return of at least 
a portion of her lost colonies. The plan 
of campaign probably will be concentra- 
tion on the restoration of one colony at a 
time, the. campaign opening with an effort 
to secure the return of the Cameroons, 
most of which is now in possession of the 
French. It would be foolish not to 
recognise that this demand may be the 
source of future friction. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. 


The travels of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
on the Continent were supposed to be of 
an entirely private character, but in 
Berlin it seems that there has been a 
change; for on arrival the ex-Prime 
Minister was received in the name of the 
German Government by Dr. Schubert, the 
Foreign Office Permanent Secretary of 
State, and some members of the British 
Embassy. Mr. Macdonald is the guest of 
Lord d’Abernon, the British Ambassador, 
who gave a dinner in his honour this 
evening, while to-morrow he will be 
entertained by the German Government. 
Mr. Macdonald will then return to 
London. 


Bread and Milk Prices. 


The Food Council is now preparing to 
tackle the question of milk prices, and 
its executive has called for a full state- 
ment from the Dairymen’s Federation, 
giving all grades of costs for milk from 
the farm to the table. Probably it will 
be some little time before these figures are 
available, since they will have to be most 
carefully prepared ; but the Food Council 
intends that no time shall be lost. To- 
morrow the figures relating to the big 
bakery firms of London will be reviewed 
by the Council, and the representatives of 
these firms will be in attendance to rive 
evidence if required. 


Propaganda. 


The War Office intends to invite an 
explanation from Brigadier-Genera! 
Charteris concerning the story that he has 
been decrying British propaganda in the 
United States. It is understood that 
search has been made in the Imperial 
War Museum for the alleged diary of a 
German soldier, in which a reference to 
the Kadaver Factory was said, to. have 
been discovered, but the book has not beer 
found. Mr. Brand Whitlock, who was, 
until America’s entry into the war, her 
Minister in Brussels, relates in his book, 
“The German Occupation of Belgium,” 
what is probably the true opinion of the 
Kadaver story. Von Bissing, then German 
Governor of Belgium, perceiving that the 
bodies of animals which had died from 
disease were still of value for the ex- 
traction of fats, organised dépéts for 
their collection and reduction. In his 
manifesto to the civilian population 
he. used the expression ‘Cadavres 
d’Animauz’”’ instead of the milder 
“ Corps d'Animaur.” Now cadavre by 
itself usually implies a human body— 
hence the ultimate acceptance of the un- 
wholesome rumour. Von Bissing 
heard of it and complained bitter!y to 
Mr. Whitlock.

TRIBUTES TO LATE LORD 
CHIEF JUSTICE. 

The Michaelmas sittings of the Northern 
His" Court were inaug.. ted yesterday with 
the ‘customary state procession. The cere- 
monial this year was tinged with sorrow at 
the absence of the late Sir Denis Henry, the 
first Lord Chief Justice of the Northern 
Judiciary.

designate | pe Justice Moore), Lord Justice 
Andrews, Mr. Justice Wilson, and Mr. Justice 
Brown. 

A detachment of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary was present, the Chief Commissioner 
being represented by Mr. R. A. Heggart, 
Assistant Commissioner ; while Captain Moore, 
District Inspector, was in direct charge of the 
party. 

Subsequently a meeting of Benchegs was 
veld. 

At “19 o'clock the judges sat in the 
j Crown Court to pay a tribute to the memory 
of the la.. Lord Chief Justice. 

mere was a large attendance of senior and 
jumior counsel. The Incorporated Law Society 
of Northern Ireland was also represented by 
the President and colleagu.s. The Lord 
Mayor (Sir William Turner, J.P.) was 
amongst those present. 


CONTEMPORARIES FOR FORTY YEARS. 
Lord Chief Justice Moore Sait that he and 
Sir Denis Henry had been contemporaries for 
nearly forty years, together at the Bar, in 
Parliament and on the Bench. He was, he 
said, a profound jurist and legal scholar, per- 
haps at his greatest in his knowledge of the 
Statute la Queen's University had given 
many distinguished citizens to the service of 
the nation, bu: Denis Henry, of Draperstown, 
as he was then affectionately called in his 
native county, was, without disparagement 
to any other, one of the most brilliant of her 
sons. He had never known any man who 
ssessed such an unerring legal instinct. 

He rapidly rose to be leader of the North- 
West Circuit, and from that to be one of the 
leaders of the Irish Bar. He served his 
country faithfully and with great courage as 
Attorney-General in times of danger and diffi- 
culty. They would always remember him 
there as the founder of this Supreme Court— 
the Court of his own creation, which he loved 

to his death. 

Having spoken of Sir Denis Henry's kindli- 
ness both in Court and outside it, his gifts of 
manner and sparkling wit. Lord Justice Moore 
concluded by saying :— 

He told us at the opening of this Court 
in 1921 that his ambition was “to keep 
the wells of justice pure and undefiled for 
all the King’s subjects. rá Right well he 
did it. Throu“-h him I am proud to be able 
to say to-day this Court has earned the 
confidence of the le Not full of years 
}indeed, bu: full of honours (not the least of 
which was the affection of the profession and 
of. the public) he has left with us that tradi- 
tion and an unspot reputation which, | 
trust, will long cling round this temple of 
justice as a sweet and fragrant memory. May 
he rest in peace. 

The Attorney-General (Right Hon. Richard 
Best, K.C.. M.P.) also joined in the tribute. 
He -- | that he liked to speak of the late 
Cat Justice as Denis Henry, and not as 
Lord Chief Justice of Northern Ireland. he 
was beloved by everyone, and, as his lordshi 
had said, he ‘ad not an enemy in the world. 
He believed that, notwithstanding the great 

ee held, both as advocate and as judge, 

was : mple in the best sense of the term ; 
he well rpheld the dignity of his office; he 
was the friend of everyone and never fargot 
any of his friends.
